Newark's council at the Monday 


night meeting passed the semi-annual 
appropriation 
ordinance, providing 


funds for the various city depart- 
ments until June 30 next. The ordi- 
nance makes a few reductions in the 
amounts heretofore appropriated but 
the saving is so small as to be in- 
significant. 
The salary of the clerk 


of the safety director was trimmed 
from |300 to $150. A clerkship in 
the service directors office was abol- 
ished and the. sum of $15 was added 
to the salary of the one clerk left, 
making a saving of $45 per month, 
which is more than cleaned up by the 
increase given the service director 
by a new ordinance passed at the 
last meeting increasing tb.e service 
director's salary 
from 
$1500 to 


$2100 per year. 
The appropriation 


for the superintendent of the p'est 
house was left out and it is under- 
stood that there will be no appoint- 
ment for this position. 


Another measure of 
importance 


was a resolution authorizing the 
safety director to make a contract 
with some workhouse to receive pris- 
oners from Newark, "sentenced by a 
court of competent jurisdiction." 


Every member of council was pres- 


ent when the meeting was called to 
order at 8 o'clock, except Council- 
man J. Phil Baker of the third ward 
who was ill and unable to be present. 
Most of the city officials were also 
present. 


City Engineer Wells reported the 


completion of nearly twenty-five Im- 
provements in the past year and 
stated that a large number of others 
were now under "contract, some of 
them delayed because of the weather. 


A report from the department of 


health recommended new legislation 
fo* a sewer in the Valley-Jackson 
street district and recommended at- 
tention from the council and service 
director to the filtration system of 
the municipal water works depart- 
ment. A plumbing ordinance recom- 
mended by the state board of health 
was referred to council. 


The resignation of Harold G 


Franklin as clerk of council was read 
and accepted. 
The fact that the

rules, made this action necessary in 
order to make the election of Clerk 
Woodward valid.

Washington, Jan. 20.—Except for 


a cabinet meeting on departmental 
affairs, President Wilson had before 
him today a single engagement, per- 
haps the most important of his ad- 
ministration—an address to congress 
on anti-trust legislation. 


For the fifth time since April con- 


gress prepared to assemble in joint 
session to hear read in person a mes- 
sage from the nation's chief execu- 
tive. 


While the novelty of the preced- 


ent-breaking event 
has departed 


somewhat with the recurrence of the 
president's visits to the capitol, there 
was apparent today the same in- 
tense interest in the subject matter 
of his speech. 
In many ways the 


president considers the trust ques- 
tio nof the -most vital of public 
problems. 
He believer that while 


tariff revision and currency reform 
were corrective of themselves, their j 
absolute success depends laigely on 
the destruction of private monopo- 
ly and the elimination of restraints 
of trade through which the prices of 
commodities are controlled or dis- 
criminations in credit are practiced. 


Since the President's address is 


designed to express 
the doctrine 


which the Democratic majority is ex- 
pected to follow in its efforts to 
frame legislation that would meet 
acknowledged evils in the business 
world, members of all political par- 
ties waited eagerly to learn the tenor 
and the scope of the president's rec-

The speech Is about the

length as the annual message and is 
consistent with 'President Wilson's 
record for brevity in- official commu- 
nications to congress.

fore the hour of the delivery of the 
message. The families of the presi- 
dent and vice-president and their 
friends arranged to hear the address 
from the executive gallery, many

lery, and cabinet officers and form- 
er members of congress had sought 
seats on the floor of the House to 
which they were entitled. 


President Wilson personally laid 


before a joint session of congress 
todav the fundamental principles of 
the Democratic administration's pro- 
gram for dealing with trusts and 
"big business". 
The president pre- 


sented the case, he said, "as it lies in 
the thought of the country" reiter- 
ating that "private monopoly is in-

Cincinnati, 
Jan. 20. — Superior 


Judge Pugh today denied the writ of 
mandamus whicb was sought by for- 
mer Democratic employes of the city 
council to retain their positions un- 
der the present Republican adminis- 
tration. 


The suit was directed against City 


Glerk Schneller by four employes of 
the former city council, who main- 
tained that they were under civil ser- 
vice and therefore under its protec- 
tion and could not be removed. 


Judge Pugh held that their terms 


expired on January 1, 1914. He did 


not pass at all on the constitutional- 
ity of the civil service law. He de- 
clared that holdovers at the city hall 
who believed they were under civil 
service would have to bring separate 
suits to test that.

1 Washington, Jan. 20. - [Spwlnl.j - 
Contests and clamor fur office proved 
the bane of Qrov«*r Cfevekind during 
both of his admluistratlons. It looks 
aa if patronage and place hunters 
would make President Wilson's life a 
burden on account of the fact that tbe 
patronage rows must finally be decid- 
ed by him personally, particularly if 
there la a difference of opinion be- 
tween cabinet officers. 


Already quite a number of Tezed 


questions have arisen in which sena- 
tors have disagreed with members of 
the cabinet and where Democratic del- 
egations have had serious differences, 
but they were finally settled by the de- 
cision going: In favor of the "man 
highest up"—that 48, the senator gets 
the beat of a member of the bouse and 
a cabinet officer gets the best of the 
senator. But when two cabinet offi- 
cers disagree then there is real trou- 
ble. 


Bryan'a Influence. 


Having been prominently before tbe 


people for sixteen years and three 
tunes a candidate for president, it is 
natural that Secretary Bryan's influ- 
ence IB sought by more -Democrats 
than any one person. It is also nat- 
ural that he wants to look after his 
friends. 
As a consequence the sec- 


retary of state must look for jobs In 
other departments. 
It is said that 


these efforts have caused friction at 
times, for cabinet officers want to han- 
dle all the positions under their de- 
partments. When they recommend a 
man for a place they think they ought 
to get it, but sometimes it falls to tbe 
•man selected by Mr. Bryan. 


i 
vWill Not Retire. 


I do not believe that Chief Justice 


'White will retire' and that former 
President Taft will be appointed to 


- the place. The chief Justice Is an ac- 


tive, vigorous man even .if he is ap- 
proaching the age of retirement—sev- 
enty years. Such retirements are op- 
tional. No chief justice in a century 
has voluntarily retired. He has died 
in the harness. For at least six years 
rumors were constantly retiring the 
.late Chief Justice Fuller and placing 
some other distinguished man in his 
place. But he died as chief justice. 


Fowler's Comparison. 


Congressman Fowler of Illinois, re- 


plying to Republicans who had been 
talking bard times, said: "It reminds 
me of old times. Every time my fa- 
ther whipped roe I cried, but he ad- 
ministered the punishment for the pur- 
pose of correcting tbe boy. And so our 
president and the Democratic congress 
are administering punishment to you 
fellows for the purpose of correcting 
the evils which you have brought upon 
the country by selfish legislation." 


Fowler was probably Inspired by nu- 


merous cartoons showing the president 
with a stick in his hand, the school- 
master idea which some people have 
of tbe administration.

Cincinnati's celebrated Music Hall. We 
report his discourse on a preferred ren- 
dering of Genesis 22:16-18. He said: 


Sis thousand years ago in Eden 


our Maker, in justly sentencing His 
disobedient children to death, Inti- 
mated that ultimately the Seed of 
the woman vcould bruise the Serpent's 
head. This hidden promise •was the 
first intimation of the Divine mercy 
which our gracious Creator had pur- 
posed in Himself from before the 
foundation of the world. Ever noble, 
kind and gracious, our Creator re- 
strained His mercy for the good of 
His creatures—that they might learn 
to appreciate the exceeding sinfulness 
of sin. For the good of the angels 
also, that they might fully know of 
His Justice, as well as of His Wisdom 
and His Power, God insisted upon 
dealing with His creatures from the 
standpoint of exact Justice. Man had 
sinned, and thereby had forfeited all 
claim upon the eternal life which God 
had given him conditionally. 


Eternal torment, as we have already 


seen, did not in any sense or degree 
enter into the Divine purpose. 
His 


sentence upon man, plainly stated, 
was. "Dying, thou shalt die," not Liv- 
ing, thou shalt live in torment (Gene- 
sis 2:17.) God purposed to exemplify 
in His dealings with our race a prin- 
ciple of Divine government to be made 
operative 
everywhere 
ultimately — 


amongst all His creatures on the spirit 
plane as well as upon the earthly. 


Long centuries after, God spoke to 


Abraham, out first tested his faith and 
loyalty. To him the Almighty men- 
tioned the same great Deliverer who 
would bruise the Serpent's head. God 
gave Abraham the assurance that this 
One would In some way be identified i 
with his posterity, so that He might 
properly be called the Seed of Abra- 
ham. God said, "In thy Seed shall all 
the families of the earth be blessed." 


The Divine Program was not chang- 


ed, but more explicit statements were 
given respecting it 
Thereafter all • 


who were taught of God would know j 
to look for the Messianic blessing 
through Abraham's Seed. This Cove- 
nant was afterward confirmed with an 
Oath to Abraham, and later to Isaac 
and then to Jacob. 
This Covenant 


became the basis of God's adoption of 
the entire nation of Israel—all of Ja- 
cob's children. They were the helra 
of the Abrabamic Promise—the Oath- 
bound Covenant 
All the hopes that 


have thus far preserved Israel as a 
people are built upon the foundation 
of this Covenant secured to them by 
the Word and the Oath of our un- 
changeable God. 


If it should seem strange to us tbat 


the Almighty Jehovah should conde- 
scend to make oaths to His creatures 
respecting the gracious gifts of His 
hand. I remind you that God knew 
what Abraham did not know: namely, 
that the Promise attested by that Oath 
would linger for more than thirty-nine 
hundred years without accomplish- 
ment God foreknew that without His 
Oath to tliis Promise Israel would 
naturally feel cither that He had for- 
cotton It, <>r th^.t something had oc- 
rurrpd to .niter or amend the Divine 
Proemrn. 
Hence tho Oath nnd the 


fiict that this Covenant is called the 
Covenant of the Oath- 


Promises to Jacob All Earthly.

taught this same lesson. On the flf 
tieth year tnery slave was set at lib 
^rty and everj property reverted to it-- 
original owners, in this Hod pictured 
man's return to harmony with Him 
self—man's liberation from the bond 
age of Sin and Death, his restoration 
to the image of his Creator, from 
which he fell through sin. and the re- 
turn to him of the dominion of earth 
In its glorious perfection. 


1 remind you of *he wonderful won! 


pictures drawn bv *he Prophpt Tsninh 
He tells that the wilderness shall blos- 
som as the rose; that streams shall 
break forth in the desert; that the 
blessing of the Lord shall be upon the 
earth, and it shall yield its increase. 
He tells that then the inhabitant shall 
no more say, I am sick, when all the 
blind eyes shall be opened and all the 
deaf ears shall be unstopped. 


The Prophet Jeremiah tells us that 


then it will no longer be necessary to 
say to one's neighbor or to one's broth- 
er, Know thou the Lord; for all shall 
know Him. from the least to the 
greatest The Prophet Habakkuk de- 
clares tbat in that glorious time the 
knowledge of the glory of God shall 
fill the whole earth. 


These blessed conditions cannot come 


to the world, according to the Scrip- 
tures, until Orst God's blessing shall 
be upon His ancient people Israel, as 
attested by the Oath-bound Covenant 
that through them the blessing shall 
extend to all the nations of the earth, 
when the LaW shall go forth from 
Mount Zion and the Word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem. 


I am sure that I speak directly to the 


hearts of humanity when I say that 
this glorious picture of human Resti- 
tution is far more captivating to the 
great majority than are any sugges- 
tions of a Heavenly kind. Had we the 
time, it would afford pleasure to dis- 
cuss the indications tbat the fulfilment 
of these prophecies is just at hand. 


A Heavenly Kind of Glory. 


Some have imagined that Messiah's 


Kingdom will be an earthly one, and 
that Messiah Himself will be a great 
man. 
But this is a mistake. Israel's 


long-promise*) King will be, not a man, 
but a spirit being. Jehovah's honored 
Agent whose glory will be far higher 
than that of angels, who will be His 
ministers, His servants. 


Do we not all remember that it is 


written in the Book of Daniel (7:13,14) 
that Messiah will come in the clouds 
of Heaven? To Him the Ancient of 
Days will give the dominion and gov- 
ernment and all peoples and nations 
shall serve Him. Surely we are not to 
expect Messiah to come and conquer 
the world with cannon and dread- 
noughts; God has another method by 
which earthly powers shall melt be- 
fore His glorious Kingdom in the bands 
of Messiah. 


Another description of Messiah's 


Kingdom conquering the world is giv- 
en in the 97th Psalm. 
There is no 


doubt that this is the prophetic picture 
here given. His Kingdom, like David's 
and Solomon's of old, will be Jehovah's 
Kingdom; but, unlike theirs, His will 
be the higher, the spiritual, Heavenly. 


We read, "Clouds and thick darkness 


are round about Him; righteousness 
and justice are the foundations of His 
Throne." Destructive Judgments aa a 
fire will sweep away unrighteous in- 
stitutions from the world, whether 
these be backed by Jewish or by Gen- 
tile capital or arms. Then, the Proph- 
et declares. "His lightnings [His reve- 
lations] will enlighten [and reform] 
the world." Society aa now organized, 
symbolically called the earth, will trem- 
ble. This is already the case. 


Soon the next verse will have fulfil- 


ment The mountains will melt like 
wax at His presence. From the Heav- 
enly ones will come the message of 
God's righteousness; and all the peo- 
ple shall see His glory—the glory of 
the Divine character in the righteous- 
ness of the Kingdom. All worshipers 
of Idols of every kind will be ashamed. 
Those who are worshipers of mammon 
—stocks and bonds, houses and lands— 
will, as Mr. Carnegie has declared, be 
ashamed of riches accumulated con- 
trary to the Golden Rule.

The Prophet Malacn! points out that 


the Messenger of the New Covenant, 
whom he announces, if the glorious 
Mediator and a nti typical King for 
whom Israel had waited lonir and of 
whom they delighted to think. 
He 


would come to the Temple—thus im- 
plying that He would be not only an 
nntltypical Prophet, an 
autitypical 


King, but also an antitypieal Priest— 
"after the Order of Melchlzedek"; "A 
Priest upon His Throne." 


But after this Joyful proclamation 


that Israel's long-expected Mediator of 
the New Covenant should be looked 
for. they were warned that His Day 
would be one of trial, of special testing 
tnd proving, in order that the Lord 
might find the antitypical Priests and 
the antitypical Levites to serve in the 
intltypical Temple. He would he like 
a refiner's fire to take away the dross 
and to leave only the pure met.nl—fiery 
trials and testings being Implied. He 
would be like "fullers* soap," in the 
sense that a great washing or purging 
would take place to make ready for 
ihe Kingdom the called and chosen 
ind faithful 
At that time the consecration of 


Judah and Jerusalem unto the Lord 
will be acceptable as in olden times. 
We may understand that this spirit of 
devotion is now reviving amongst the 
Jews, particularly amongst those who 
are identified with Jerusalem and the 
Zionist movement Hitherto this has 
been a political movement in the in- 
:erest of Jewish nationalization and a 
home for exiles. Now, however, the 
due time has come for a real move- 
ment of those who have the faith—to 
draw near to God and to show their 
'aith by helping forward in the re«- 
oration of Jerusalem and her interests. 


Why Messiah's Coming Delayed. 


The Logos, the First-begotten of the 


Father, His glorious Agent in the 
mighty work of creation, had the honor 
granted Him of becoming the Messen-' 
ger of the Covenant, the great Prophet, 
Driest and King of Israel, the great 
Michael of Daniel 12:1: But there 
were -tests connected with"' His attain* 
ment of this high position. " 


(1) By faith He must la'j'^aside His 
Heavenly glory, in obedience to the 
Father's will, and become a-Man—not 
a sinful man, but "holy, harmless, un- 
leflled. separate from sinners"—a per- 
'ect Man. 
(2) Thus prepared to become the Re 
leemer, it was His privilege to make 
ull consecration of His earthly inter- 
st. and the Father's pleasure to beget 
Him of the Holy Spirit at Jordan to 
he spirit nature on the highest plane 
>f existence. For three years and a 
lalf His sacrifice burned on the altar, 
t was indeed better than the sacrifice 
)f bulls and goats; for it was a cor- 
esponding price for Adam—"an eye 
or an eye, a tooth for a tooth, a man's 
ife for a man's life." 
(3) When Jesus had thus sacrificially 


Darted with His earthly life He eiperi- 
nced a resurrection change from hu- 
man nature to spiritual, like what He 
was originally, only higher and more 
lorious." Thus He was at once both a 
sacrifice and the spirit-begotten Priest 
who offered that sacrifice. When He 
rose from the dead. His personal sac- 


rifice had ended, and His personal per- 
ecrJon as a spirit being was completed. 
The question then arises, Why did 


He not at once begin His great work 
as Prophet, Priest King and New 
Covenant Mediator for Israel and, 
through Israel, for the world? 
The 


Scriptures answer tbat it waa because 
here was to he more than one sacri- 
fice In the Divine Plan on toe anti- 
typical Day of Atonement Tnrough- 
iut this Gospel Age this risen, glori- 
fied High Priest, Mediator, Prophet 
nd King has been waiting to inau- 
gurate His glorious Kincdom of Bless- 
up—waiting while a little handful of 
saints should be selected from the 
world, tested and found worthy, and 
hen glorified with Himself—a Little 
'lock, both Jews and Gentiles. 
When this Bride class «hall have 


completed her sacrifice in and under 
he merit of the great Priest, then ev- 
ery arrangement for Israel's blessing 
as Abraham's seed, and of all na- 
lons through Israel, will forthwith 
commence.

loos Kingdom: for the Divine

(Continued from Page One.) 


might almost have heard a pin drop. 


As the president read his message 


of "business, peace 
and industrial 


freedom," as'administration support- 
tera called it, he frequently was in- 
terrupted with long applause and, at 
times, demonstrations approaching 
cheering. 


His reference to interlocking di- 


rectorates was received without dem- 
onstration but 
when he 
referred 


to the proposal to authorize the in- 
terstate commerce commission to 
regulate the financial operations of 
the railroads a burst of 
applause 


halted the reading and the president 
had to wait for it to subside. 


His declarations that 
the 
laws 


should "tear nothing up by the 
roots," and the "no sweeping 'or 
novel change is necessary," were re- 
ceived with attentive silence. Repub- 
lican Leader Mann led the applause 
that greeted the declaration for giv- 
ing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion power to regulate railroad fi- 
nances. 


Another round of applause follow- 


ed the president's statement as to 
railroad control with its declaration 
tbat the ''business of production 
must be separated from the business 
of transportation." 


The president spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress: 
In my report "On the State ol tne 


Union," which I had the privilege of 
reading to you on the 2nd of Decem- 
ber last, I ventured to reserve for dis- 
cussion at a later date the subject of 
Additional legislation regarding the 
very difficult and intricate matter of 
trusts and monopolies. 


The time now seems opportune to 


turn to that great question; not only 
because the 
currency legislation, 


which absorbed your attention and 
the attention of the country in Decem- 
ber,'is now disposed of, but also be- 
cause opinion seems to be clearing 
about us with singular rapidity in 
this other great field of action. In 
the matter of the currency it cleared 
suddenly and very happily after the 
much-debated act was passed. In re- 
spect to monopolies which have multi- 
plied about us, and in regard to the 
various means by which they have 
been organized and maintained, it 
seems to be coming to a clear and all 
but universal agreement, in anticipa- 
tion of our action, as if by way of 
preparation, making the way easier 
to see and easier to set out upon with 
confidence and without confusion of 
counsel. 


Legislation has its atmosphere like 


everything else, and the atmosphere 
of accommodation and mutual under- 
standing which we now breathe with 
so much refreshment Is a matter of 
sincere congratulation. We ought to 
make our task very mucb less difficult 
and embarrassing than It would bave 
Been bad we been obliged to continue 
to act amidst the atmosphere of sus- 
picion and antagonism, which has so 
long made it Impossible to approach 
such , questions with 
dispassionate 


fairness. 
Constructive 
legislation, 


when successful, is always tbe em- 
bodiment of convincing experience, 
and of the mature public opinion 
wblcb finally springs oat of that ex- 
perience. Legislation is a business 
of Interpretation, not of origination; 


square business methods witn ootn 
public opinion and the law. The best 
Informed men of the business world 
condemn the methods and processes 
and consequences of monopoly as we 
condemn them, and the . instinctive 
judgment of the vast majority of busi- 
ness everywhere goes with them. V(e 
shall now be their spokesmen. That 
Is the ctrength of our position and 
the sure prophecy of what will ensue 
when our reasonable work Is done. 


When serious contest ends, when 


men unite in opinion and purpose, 
.those wbo are to change their ways 
of business with those who asked for 
the change, it IB possible to effect it 
in the way in which prudent and 
thoughtful and patriotic men would 
wish to see it brought about, with as 
few, 
as slight, as easy and simple 


business readjustments as possible 


the clrcumtances, nothing essen- 


al: disturbed, nothing torn up by the 


roots, no parts rent asunder 
can be left In wholesome combination. 


Fortunately, no measures of sweep- 


Ing or novel change are necessary. It 
will be understood that our object Is 
not to unsettle business or anywhere 
seriously 
break 
Its 
established 


courses athwart. On the contrary, wa 
desire the laws we are now about to 
pass to be the bulwarks and safe- 
guards of industry against the forces 
that bave disturbed it. What we have 
to do can be done in a new spirit, in 
thought moderation, without revolu- 
tion of any untoward kind. 


We are all agreed that "private 


monopoly is indefensible and intoler-

this matter. It Is not recent or hasty 
opinion. It springs out of the experl- 
snce of a whole generation. 
It has 


clarified itself by long contests, and 
tbose wbo for a long time battled 
with it and sought to change it are 
now frankly and honorably yielding 
to It and seeking to conform their ac- 
tions to it 


Denied by Business Men. 


Tbe creat business men who organ- 


ised and financed monopoly, and 
those who administered it in actual 
every-day transactions bave 
year 


after year, until now, either denied 
Its existence or justified It as neces- 
sary for tbe effective maintenance 
and development of the vast business 
processes of tbe country In tbe mod- 
ern circumstances of trade and man- 
ufacture and finance; bat all the 
while opinion baa made headway 
against them. Tbe average business 
man Is convinced tbat tbe ways of 
liberty are also tbe ways of peace 
and tbe war of success as well: and 
at last the masters of business on tbe 
great scale bave begun to yield their 
preference and purpose, perhaps their 
judgment also, in honorable surren- 
der. 


What we are purposing to do, there- 


fore, is. happily, not tc hamper or In- 
terfere with business and as enlight- 
ened b«sin«»s*< men prefer to do it, or 
In any sense to put It through nntr. 
the antagonism between business and 
government Is over. 


We are now about to give expres- 


sion to the best business Judgment 
of America, to what we know to be 
the business conscience and honor of 
tbe land. Tbe government and 
ness men are read* to 


able," and our program is founded 
upon that conviction. It will be a 
comprehensive, but not a radical or 
unacceptable program, and these are 
its items, the changes which opinion 
deliberately sanction and for which 
business waits: 


Interlocking Directorates. 


It waits with acquiesence, in the 


first place, for laws which will ef- 
fectually prohibit and prevent such 
interlockings of the personnel of the 
directorates of great corporations — 
banks and railroads, industrial, com- 
mercial and public service bodies — as 
in effect result in making those who 
borrow and those who lend practic- 
ally one and the same; those who 
sell and those who buy but the same 
persons trading with one another un- 
der different names and in different 
combinations, and those wbo affect to 
compete in fact partners and masters 
of the same whole field of business. 


Sufficient time should be allowed, 


of course, in which to effect these 
changes of organization without in- 
convenience or confusion. 
Such a 


prohibition will work much more 
than a negative good by correcting 
the serious evils which have arisen 
because, for example, the men who 
have been the directing spirits of 
great investment banks have usurped 
the place which belongs to independ- 
ent industrial management working 
!n its own behalf. It will bring new, 
men, 
new energies, a new spirit 


of initiative, new blood, into the 
management of our great business en- 
terprises. 
It will open the field of 


industrial development and origina- 
tion to scores of men who bave been 
obliged to serve when their abilities 
entitled them to direct. It will im- 
mensely hearten the young men com- 
ing on and will greatly enrich the 
business activities of the whole coun- 
try. 


In the second place, business men, 


as well as those who direct public 
affairs, now recognize, and recognize 
with painful clearness, the great 
harm and injustice which has been 
done to many, If not all, of the great 
railroad systems of the country by 
the way in which they have been 
finance-) and their own distinctive in- 
terests subordinated to the interest 
of men who financed them, and of 
other business 
enterprises 
which 


those men wish to promote. 


The country is ready, therefore, to 


accept, and accept with relief as well 
as approval, a law which will confer 
upon the interstate commerce com- 
mission the power to superintend and 
regulate the financial operations by 
which the railroads are henceforth to 
be supplied with the money they need 
for their proper development to meet 
the rapidly growing requirements of 
the country for increased and im- 
proved facilities of transportation. 


We can not postpone action in this 


matter without leaving tbe railroads 
exposed to many serious handicans

Business Has Suffered. 


The business of the country awaits 


also, has long awaited, and has suf 
fered because it could not obtain, fur 
ther and more 
explicit legislative 


definition of tbe policy and meaning 
of the existing anti-trust law. Noth 
ing hampers business like uncertain 
ty. Nothing daunts or discourages it 
-like the necessity to take chances, to 
run the risk of falling under the con 
damnation of the law before it can 
make sure Just what the law Is. Sure 
ly we are sufficiently familiar with 
the action, proccesses and methods 
3f monopoly, and of the many hurt 
ful restraints, to make definition pos 
sihle, at any rate up to the limits of 
what experience has disclosed. 


These practices, being now abund- 


antly disclosed, can be explicitly, and 
item by item, forbidden "by statute, in 
such terms as will practically elim 
Inate uncertainty, the law itself and 
the penalty being made equally plain. 


And the business men of the coun- 


try desire something more than that 
the menace of legal process in these 
matters be made explicit and intelligi- 
ble. 
They desire the advice, the 


definite guidance and information, 
which can be supplied by an adminis- 
trative body, an interstate trade com- 
mission. 


The opinion of the country would 


instantly approve of such a commis- 
sion. It would not wish to see it em- 
powered tp make terms with monop- 
oly, or in any sort of way to assume 
control of business, as if the govern 
ment made itself responsible. It de- 
mands such a commission only a^ an 
indispensable instrument of informa- 
tion and publicity, as a clearing house 
for the facts by,which both the pub- 
lic mind and the managers of great 
business underta^ngs.should be guid- 
ed, and as an instrumentality for dc 
tag Justice to business^wh«"-e tbo nro. 
cesses of the court or the natural 
forces 
of correction 
outside 
the 


courts are inadequate to adjust the 
remedy to the wrong, In a way that 
will meet all the equities and circum- 
stances of the case. 
.'Producing industries, for example, 
which have passed "the point up to 
which combination may be consist- 
ent wita the public interest and the 
freedom of trade, can not always be 
dissected into their component units 
as readily as railroad companies or 
similar organizations can be. Their 
dissolution by ordinary legal process 
may oftentimes involve financial con- 
sequence likely to overwhelm the se- 
curity market and bring upon it 
breakdown and confusion. 


There ought to be an administra- 


tive commission capable of directing 
and shaping such corrective processes, 
not only in aid of the courts, but also 
by independent suggestion, if neces- 
sary. 


Inasmuch as our object and the 


spirit of our action iti these matters 
is to meet business half way in its 
processes of self-correction and dis- 
turb its legitimate course as little as 
possible, we ought to see to it, and 
the Judgment of practical and saga- 
cious men of affairs everywhere will 
applaud us if we did see to it, that 
penalties and punishments should 
fall, not upon business Itself, to its 
confusion and interruption, but upon 
the individuals who use the instru 
mentalities of business to do things 
which pv.blic policy and sound busi 
ness i mctice condemns. 


Someone la Responsible. 


Every act of business is done at 


the command or upon the initiative 
of 
some 
asrertalnable 
person 
o>- 


group of persons. These should be 
held individually responsible, and the 
punishment should fall upon them, 
not upon the business organization of 
which tney make illegal use. It should 
be one of the main objects of our leg- 
islation to digest such persons of 
their corriorato cloak, and deal with 
them as with those wbo do not repre- 
sent their corjioratlons. but merely J 
by deliberate intention break the law.; 


Business m«-n the country throiieh 


would. I am s^ire, applaud us if we 
w.»rw to take effectual steps to se« 
tnat tbe officer-; and directors of great 
business bodies were prevented from 
br?r.£ing them and the business of 
the country '"to disrepute and dan- 
ger. 


Other qne-tions remain which vill 


need very thoughtful and practical 
treatment Enterprises, in the«e mod- 
ern davs of cr^at Individual fortunes, 
are oftenlimf; interlocked, not by 
bein)? under 1)1" control of the same 
directors, but bv the fact that 
tb<* 


greater r>art <>f their corporate sto<V 
is owner1 b> a <-ingle per*on or group 
of persons •nhn are in some way in- 
timately relate 1 in Interest. We ar« 
agreed, I taK" it. that holding com- 
panies should )"> prohibited, hut wha' 


of Individuals, or actuaHy co-opera 
tlve groups of Individuals? Shall the 
private owners of capital stock be 
•uttered to be themselves in effect 
holding companies? We do not wish, 
I suppose, to forbid the purchase of 
•tocki by any person who pleases to 
buy them in such quantities as he can 
afford, or In any way arbitrarily to 
limit the sale of stocks to bonafldq 
purchasers. 
Shall we require the 


owners of stock, when their voting 
power in several companies which 
ought to be Independent of one an 
other would constitute actual control 
to make election In which of them 
they will exercise their right to vote? 
This question I venture for your con 
slderation. 


Works Injustice On Public. 


There is another matter in which 


imperative considerations of Justice 
and fair play suggest thoughtful reme- 
dial action. Not only do many of the 
combinations effected, or sought to 
be effected in the industrial world 
work an injustice upon the public In 
general; they also directly and seri 
ously injure the Individuals who are 
put out of business in one unfair way 
or another by the many dislodging 
and exterminating forces of combina- 
tion. I hope that we shall agree in 
giving private individuals who claim 
to have been injured by these pro- 
cesses the right to found their suits 
for redress upon the facts and judg- 
ments proved and entered in suits by 
the government where the govern- 
ment has upon its own initiative sued 
the combinations complained of and 
won its suit, -4ftd that the statute of 
limitations shnll be suffered to run 
against such litigants only from the 
date of the conclusion of the govern- 
ment's action. It is not fair that the 
private litigant should be obliged to 
set up and establish age In the facts 
which the government has proved. 
He can not afford, he has not the 
power, to make use of such processes 
of inquiry as the government has 
command of. Thus shall individual 
justice be done while the processes 
of business are rectified and squared 
with the general conscience. * 


I have laid the case before you, no 


doubt, as it lies in your mind, as 't 
lies in the thought of the country. 
What must every candid man say of 
the suggestions I have laid befors 
you, of the plain obligations of which 
I have reminded you? That these are 
new things for which the country is 
not prepared? No; but that they are 
old thin?s, now familiar, and must, of 
course, be undertaken if we are to 
square our laws with the thought and 
desire of the country. Until these 
things are done, conscientious busi- 
ness men the country over will be un- 
satisfied. 
They are in these thingr-

plained that Higgins had been clean- 
ing the gun and it had been accident- 
ally discharged. 


Their ^story was so convincing the 


coroner's jury returned a verdict of 
accidental death. Later, C. W. Ernst, 
a maternal uncle of the gii i, took two 
letters written by Julia Flake, one to 
himself and one to his daughter, to 
State's Attorney v.ilson. In these let- 
ters the girl offered part of a legacy 
of $7000 she is to receive when she 
becomes of age provided they would 
help her to kill her mother. Mr. Wil- 
son thought the letters were written 
in a fit of anger, but he investigated. 
Saturday he called in State's Attor- 
ney A. J. Boutelle of Knox county 
and Sunday they went to see Julia, 
who was at the home of another 
uncle, A. J. Ernst, at Hermon. They 
were astounded by her story. 


Higgins, who is 26 years old, and 


several years the junior of the wo- 
man he killed, was questioned for 
several hours and made many con- 
tradictions. 
En route to the county 


jail at Aledo in an automobile, he 
broke down. 


"I can't stand it any longer," he 


moaned. "I'll tell everything." 


The journey was interrupted at 


Alexis, where Higgins was taken into 
a bank office and signed a typewrit- 
ten confession. 


He gave what he said were all the 


details of the murder plot and assert- 
ed his infatuation for his step-daugh- 
ter was the cause of it all. He said 
that Mrs. Higgins became suspicious 
of his relations with her daughter 
and they planned to get rid of her. 


The girl, who is at the home of an 


aunt here, became hysterical 
on 


learning of Higgins' confession.
